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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To enhance the reliability on humidity 
resistance by forming a reflective film of the 
titled optical disk exclusively used for the 
reproduction of recorded information with an 
aluminum alloy contg. at least one kind among 
nickel, palladium, and platinum in the specified wt 
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% range. 

CONSTITUTION: A film 2 of Al-Ni, Al-Pd, or Al- 
Pt is formed by vacuum vapor deposition on an 
acrylic resin on which recorded information is 
transferred and formed. The A film 2 can also be 
formed by sputtering, electron-beam vacuum vapor 
deposition, and CVD . A protective film 3 of 
acrylic resin, etc. is coated on the Al alloy film 
2 to obtain an optical disk exclusively used for 

reproduction. An addition of 0.001-2% Ni, Pd, or 
Pt to the film 2 is effective on improving the 

humidity resistance of the optical disk. When >2% 
each alloy element is added, the pit error rate is 
conversely increased, because a coarse deposit as 
large as the pit for recording information is 
formed. The reliability on humidity resistance is 
thus improved. 
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
